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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's arguments filed ^liyOl have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Information Disclosure Statement 
The IDS submitted 6/1/07 has not been considered as there was no statement under 37 
CFR 1.97(e). 

Election/Restrictions 

Claims 10-28 remain withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) 
as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 12/1 1/06. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 1 has been amended to recite "numbered according to the sequence of human HGF 
including the signal sequence." This identifies the numbered positions recited in the claim as 
argued in the response. However, claim 1 remains directed to a variant HGF protein 
"comprising an amino acid modification." That is, the claim as written does not require any 
particular portion of human HGF that must be present or retained. The claims do not set forth a 
required base structure for the variant. The only limitation is the absence of a cleavage site. The 
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claims are confusing in failing to indicate what structure is present and only indicating what 
structure is absent. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-2 and 6-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hartmann 
et al. (Proceedings of the National Academy of Sciences USA , Vol. 89, pages 1 1574-11578, 
December 1992). 

This rejection is maintained for reasons of record. 

Applicant argues that "Hartmann's separately expressed HGF light chain entirely lacks 
the HGF heavy chain and thus does not include an amino acid modification at or adjacent to 
amino acid position Arg424." Applicant's claims do not exclude the HGF variant of Hartmann 
et al. Lack of the heavy chain is embraced by the recitation "disrupts, deletes, or alters." The 
claim recitation "comprising an amino acid modification" permits large truncations. The claim 
does not require inclusion of any or all of the heavy chain. The portion human HGF that must be 
retained is not specified by the claim.
